FIRE  STATION  AND  SELECTMEN'S  OFFICE 

Committee  Report 

Events  since  last  spring  and  unf  orseen  at  our  Town 
Meeting  in  March  greatly  increased  the  problems  and 
work  of  the  Committee.  Materials  became  increasingly 
scarce  and  prices  advanced  considerably  from  early 
summer  through  the  year.  Construction  labor,  already 
well  employed,  became  less  available.  However,  these 
various  problems  were  solved  with  varying  degrees  of 
success  as  you  may  judge  from  an  inspection  of  the 
building  thus  far  completed  and  the  financial  statement 
of  this  report. 

The  Committee  engaged  the  firm  of  Hudson  and 
Ingram,  Architects,  of  Hanover,  New  Hampshire.  Pre- 
liminary consultations  made  it  very  evident  that  the 
appropriation  of  $4,000.00  imposed  definite  limitations, 
particularly  in  respect  to  the  size  of  the  building,  choice 
of  materials  and  method  of  construction. 

The  location  of  the  building  presented  another 
problem.  The  Motion  stated  "on  the  Moore  lot"  which 
would  appear  quite  specific  but  on  examination  covers 
considerable  area.  The  decision  was  based  on  several 
angles — the  main  reason,  a  desire  to  preserve  that 
part  of  the  Moore  lot  which  borders  on  the  Common 
for  availability  in  the  future.  The  site  chosen  has  good 
accessibility  and  exposure  and,  with  a  reasonable 
amount  expended  for  grading,  made  use  of  the  least 
desirable  portion  of  the  Moore  lot. 

During  June  preliminary  drawings  were  consid- 
ered, suggestions  and  changes  made  and  the  project 
well  advanced  in  the  planning  stage.  Most  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  were  privately  employed  in  var- 
ious aspects  of  the  summer  business  and  all  members 
had  a  strenuous  program  for  the  summer  months.  By 
mutual  consent  further  plans  and  constructions  were 
scheduled  for  the  fall  months. 
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Originally,  it  had  seemed  advisable  to  contract  for 
the  construction.  This  method  would  make  the  costs  a 
known  figure  in  advance  and  thus  keep  the  expendi- 
tures within  the  appropriation  limits.  It  would  also 
greatly  reduce  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  supervi- 
sion and  eliminate  the  growing  problem  of  securing 
materials.  Accordingly,  several  builders  and  contract- 
ors were  contacted  and  two  bids  received.  By  this  time, 
fall,  many  materials  were  scarce  or  unobtainable  and 
prices  advancing  daily  with  the  result  contractors  did 
not  wish  to  bid  or,  if  so,  only  with  sufficient  margin  for 
protection.  The  lowest  bid,  even  with  alternative  build- 
ing materials  of  lower  cost,  was  $5,000.00  With  an  ap- 
propriation of  $4,000.00  obviously  the  Committee  could 
not  award  a  contract. 

Another  approach  to  the  problem  was  necessary. 
Could  the  size  of  the  building  be  reduced  ?  Could  cheap- 
er methods  and  materials  be  used?  No,  present  floor 
space  represented  minimum  requirements  and  cheaper 
materials  and  methods  would  result  in  an  inferior 
structure.  The  only  alternative  for  the  Committee  was 
to  assume  the  role  of  contractor — provide  materials 
and  employ  construction  labor — in  the  hopes  that  the 
building  could  be  sufficiently  finished  to  function  with 
the  funds  at  hand.  Consultation  with  contractors  and 
material  dealers  on  this  procedure  were  favorable,  even 
with  the  promise  that  the  building  could  be  completed 
within  appropriation  limits. 

Our  Fire  Station  and  Selectmen's  Office  is  now  an 
accomplished  fact.  The  building  is  serviceable  but  not 
finished — another  coat  of  paint,  shutters,  cement  floor, 
bench  and  hose  rack  in  the  Station,  grading,  etc.  It  is 
hoped  that  most  or  all  of  this  work  can  be  accomplished 
with  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation. 

The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  all  persons  and  firms  who  have  given  en- 
couragement and  assistance  and  in  particular  to  Mr. 
Archer  Hudson  of  Hudson  &  Ingram,  Architects,  who 
gave  time  and  counsel  generously;  to  W.  George  Mer- 
rill, Manson  C.  Morrill  and  Ora  P.  Morrill  for  a  most 
thorough  and  honest  job  of  construction;  and  to  Nel- 
son Adams  for  his  cooperation  in  the  electrical  installa- 
tion.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  month  of  November  marked  the  close  of  five 
years  of  working  together  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  4 
under  a  new  superintendent  and  it  is  a  source  of  satis- 
faction to  look  back  and  count  the  achievements  which 
have  been  made  possible  through  the  cooperation  of 
teachers,  school  board  members,  taxpayers,  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  pupils  themselves.  All 
rooms  have  been  painted,  many  have  new  lights,  nine 
buildings  have  been  painted  outside,  seven  roofs  re- 
done, new  heating  installed  in  several  buildings,  im- 
proved playground  equipment  in  at  least  two  instances, 
and  last  but  not  least  are  two  new  buildings  underway. 
These  are  all  material  achievements.  To  improve  much 
on  these  matters  will  involve  very  expensive  spending, 
and  with  future  uncertainties  it  is  well  these  things 
have  been  done.  Non-material  accomplishments  have 
consisted  in  three  teacher  workshops,  regrading  of 
schools,  extensive  summer  school  attendance  by  the 
teachers,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  very  competent 
teaching  staff  in  spite  of  differences  in  ages,  training, 
experience,  and  the  lowest  salaries  in  the  state.  How 
much  longer  this  can  be  done  is  pure  guess-work. 

Our  educational  offerings  in  most  towns  are  very 
limited  and  kept  to  the  bare  essentials.  Only  two  towns 
offer  music  supervision,  one  offers  handwriting  super- 
vision, none  has  art  supervision,  remedial  reading,  or 
physical  education.  High  school  offerings  are  almost 
equally  limited  but  Bristol's  will  be  quite  modern  on 
completion  of  the  new  school  and  proper  staffing  of  the 
same.  Yet  the  lake  region  section  of  Union  No.  4  is,  by 
any  objective  standard,  one  of  the  richest  in  the  state 
and  for  this  basic  reason  will  never  receive  much,  if 
any,  state  aid  so  long  as  a  formula  is  based  solely  on 
need. 

Solutions  to  our  educational  needs  are  not  easy, 
and  are  expensive.  Present  state  aid  formulas  are  total- 
ly inadequate  as  to  amount.  A  million  dollars  this  year 
will  probably  not  cover  the  new  inflationary  trend.  The 
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net  result  of  this,  both  as  to  better  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  our  children  and  for  tax  relief,  will  be  close 
to  zero.  The  basic  purpose  of  any  sound  state  aid  pro- 
gram is  to  improve  educational  opportunities  and  not 
absorb  inflationary  trends  over  which  we  have  abso- 
lutely no  control. 

Probably  the  taxpayers  of  Bridgewater,  Hebron, 
and  Groton  wonder  why  these  towns  now  receive  no 
state  aid  for  their  schools.  These  formulas  are  compli- 
cated affairs  but  perhaps  one  set  of  figures  will  help 
clarify  this  situation.  To  qualify  for  aid  under  the  pro- 
posed formula  Bridgewater  would  have  to  assess  itself 
for  more  than  $17,110;  Hebron  for  more  than  $12,721; 
Groton  for  more  than  $8,289.  There  is  danger  in  stop- 
ping here  for  these  assessments  alone  would  not  qual- 
ify the  towns  for  aid  unless  they  had  pupils  enough 
figured  at  $175  for  each  elementary  pupil  and  $225  for 
each  high  school  pupil  to  warrant  such  expenditures. 
Obviously  none  of  these  towns  has  enough  pupils  and 
all  have  a  relatively  large  tax  base.  Stating  it  another 
way  Hebron  with  13  pupils  (1949-50)  has  an  equalized 
evaluation  of  $732,731  while  Danbury  with  115  pupils 
has  an  equalized  evaluation  of  $598,367.  Such  inequal- 
ities are  very  apparent.  Only  when  flat  grants  of  money 
per  pupil  become  a  part  of  state  aid  will  these  three 
towns  receive  any  aid,  and  then  not  much.  In  other 
words  these  three  towns  in  varying  degrees  have  a  tax 
base  big  enough  to  do  what  they  will  for  themselves.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


All  children  bad  an  annual  inspection  and  parents 
were  notified  of  defects  found.  All  cases  were  followed- 
up  and  most  of  the  defects  were  corrected  or  improved. 
Some  cases,  where  it  seemed  necessary,  received  finan- 
cial assistance  from  such  welfare  sources  as  the  Salva- 
tion Army,  Red  Cross,  Sight  Conservation  Program 
of  the  State  Public  Welfare,  Lindsey  Fund,  and  the 
Bristol  Rotary  Club. 

In  February,  1950,  Miss  Nellie  Clough,  R.N.,  and 
Miss  Constance  Martin,  R.N.,  assisted  me  in  giving 
the  tuberculosis  patch  tests  to  the  children  in  grades 
seven  through  twelve  inclusive.  In  all  of  my  towns  357 
children  had  the  test  with  5  showing  positive  reac- 
tions. Twenty-one  teachers  had  the  test  with  seven 
having  positive  reactions.  All  of  those  having  positive 
reactions,  teachers  and  children,  had  chest  x-rays  and 
examinations  at  the  Chest  Clinic  held  in  Bristol  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Society.  No  one  showed 
any  signs  or  symptoms  of  active  tuberculosis. 

Dental  Clinics  were  held  with  Dr.  Sargent  in  Bris- 
tol for  the  towns  of  Bristol,  Bridgewater,  Canaan,  Dan- 
bury,  and  Hebron.  Due  to  the  lack  of  time  Alexandria 
and  Grafton  did  not  have  a  clinic  but  are  being  taken 
care  of  first  this  year  and  we  will  try  to  do  as  many  of 
the  other  towns  as  possible.  In  all  85  children  attended 
the  clinics.  Three  of  these  were  welfare  cases.  There 
are  a  number  of  children  who  need  dental  care  whom 
I  believe  should  have  welfare  dental  work  but  due  co 
the  lack  of  available  funds  only  the  most  urgent  cases 
are  cared  for.

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A  Dental  Clinic  was  held  February  1,  1950,  three 
children  attended  and  received  treatment. 

Three  Tuberculosis  Patch  Tests  were  given — no 
positive  reaction. 

No  communicable  diseases  other  than  colds  oc- 
curred during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  parents,  children,  teachers,  the 
School  Board  and  Mr.  Gray  who  have  cooperated  to  help 
maintain  the  health  of  the  children.

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School  Board's  Report  on  Remodeling 
The   Hebron   Village  School   Building 


The  Hebron  School  Board  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  voters  at  the  last  school  meeting  have  se- 
cured estimates  on  the  cost  of  remodeling  the  Village 
School. 

The  total  estimate  is  $4,255.25  not  including  the 
cost  of  a  well.  This  provides  for:  1)  Addition  of  a  fur- 
nace or  utility  room  and  toilet  room  constructed  of 
concrete  block  and  cement  with  a  metal  covered  door 
for  fire  protection;  2)  Rock  wool  insulation  of  walls 
and  ceilings;  3)  necessary  electrical  and  carpentry 
work;  4)  Installation  of  2  water  closets  and  one  sink 
with  bubbler;  5)  Septic  tank  (500  gal.)  and  drainage 
field ;  6)  Shallow  well  pump ;  7)  Williamson  Forced  Air 
oil  fired  Hi-Buoy  unit  with  one  275  gal.  fuel  tank.  The 
cost  of  a  well  will  depend  on  the  type  desired  and  a 
sufficient  supply  of  water.  These  are  uncertainties  un- 
til actually  completed.  This  cost  could  easily  go  as  high 
as  $1500-$2000  or  might  be  well  under  $1000.  The  above 
costs  are  estimations  and  not  contract  prices  and  are 
subject  to  change  both  as  to  price  and  unforseen  fac- 
tors. 

The  cost  of  this  need  not  be  raised  in  one  year. 
By  issuing  serial  coupon  notes  or  bonds  and  paying  for 
it  over  a  period  of  from  three  to  five  years  the  tax  rate 
would  be  raised  very  little. 

The  following  article  will  appear  in  the  warrant: 

"To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,500.00  for  the  purpose  ol 
remodelling  the  Village  School  and  to  authorize  the 
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school  board  to  issue  serial  coupon  notes  or  bonds  of 
the  district  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Bonds  Statute,  and  all  amendments 
thereof,  including  Chapter  55  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Session  Laws  of  1949." 

This  motion  requires  a  2/3  vote  of  those  present.
